With Uplanders Large Class

One of the amazing revelations 
or the week is the heavy finan- 
cial weight carried by the foot- 
hill communities as compared 
with Ontario and its rural area 
to the south. 

At least, in the light of poten- 
tial high school student enroll- 
ment and assessed valuation, 
there is much to be gained — 
financially and otherwise — for 
establishment of the proposed 
new high school district. 

Most people are well aware 
of tax rates. Listen to this — 
with a tax rate of 67 cents, 
students in the ®roposed district 
can receive the same quality 
of education that will cost $1.32 
cents in the remaining portion 
of the Chaffey district. This 
means, education would cost on- 
ly half as much in the proposed 
district as it would cost Ontario 
property owners. 

Qr, if the new district is not 
formed and this area. continues 
a part of the Chaffey district, 
it will mean foothill taxpayers 
will pay more than their share 
for maintenance of the Chaffey 
schools. 

Some agitation, for sentimen- 
tal and other reasons, is likely 
to be developed for maintenance 
of the present school district — 
and not a separation. 

In analyzing the situation, 
always uppermost is what is 
best for the students. 

Most residents in the foothill 
communities, are interested in 
giving their students superior 
facilities. Another item that can 
never be overlooked is the per- 
sistent domination of Ontario in- 
terests. Ontario spokesmen have 
repeatedly tried to tell people 
how to vote and the result has 
been very negative. 

It is time for us in the foothill 
area, to set the pattern, estab- 
lish our high, scholastic pro- 
gram — then achieve it through 
creation of our own high school. 


THE KELBER SU!T 


If the city is not legally quali- 
fied to colleet money from sub- 
dividers for new park sites, a 
serious financial problem lies 
ahead for Uplanders. Mike Kel- 
ber, who is now an Ontario city 
councilman, and others some 
months ago, took to the superi- 
or court an Upland city ordin- 
ance which called upon  pay- 
ment by the subdivider of $30 
for each new residential lot. 

The court has ruled Mr. Kel- 
ber was right and the Upland 
city council was wrong. 

All of which means, the city 
has no means other than direct 
taxes on real property for the 
creation of funds for the pur- 
chase of badly needed park 
sites, 

But this is not the end of the 
case.

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fhe Police Department Report -- 


The professional study of the Upland police department 
1as been completed and a very fine report is on file in the 
tity hall for public perusal. 


The. report does not tell much that is new. Yet, it does set 
1 very definite course to follow in developing the local depart- 
nent into a strong effective “team” of law enforcement officers. 


All in the community should now unite in giving Police 
Shief Ralph H. Palmer strong backing and wholehearted con- 
idence. This newspaper has been among those concerned 
tbout the leadership of the department. 


We readily accept the report and concur in the view of 
the professional investigator that the local department has fine 
oersonnel and the capabilities of giving the community out- 
standing service. We pledge our fullest cooperation to Chief 
Palmer, who is one of the most popular public servants in the 
county. 


The city council, which itself wanted to accomplish most 
of the objectives set forth in the report, has adopted all ex- 
cept three of the 36 recommendations. 


The report very clearly defines the city councilmen - city 
manager - department head relationship. 


The city councilmen, as individuals and in their public 
capacity, are to have nothing to do with administration of any 
department in the future. 


Councilmen are io make the policies. It is up to the city 
manager to carry out those policies. Lyman Cozad, the “ex- 
pert” for the investigative firm, urges in the report abolition of 
all council committees and to strictly observe the “chain of 
command.” Such is to be the case — and we believe with 
real merit. 


Another major change will be that of having only one 
officer in each police car, in the past, some observers express- 
ed the belief this might be feasible. Now comes along a person 
who has studied many police organizations and says that 
single patrol cars are more practical. It would seem that a 
lone officer, patrolling at night, might be in an unusually 
dangerous situation but apparently not so in the eyes of the 
experienced analyst. 


Another patrolman will be added to the department at an 
early date. At the same time, the work-week is to be reduced 
to 40 hours. We can also read in the report that more pay 
should be given the policemen — and that will be an item 
for future action by the councilmen. 


The long-used plan of having two firemen serve as “desk 
men” for the police department is looked upon with favor by 
the ivestigator..This is perhaps one of the “surprises” in the 
report for some local leaders had expected an early divorce 
of the two departments. One of the principal weaknesses in 
the current plan is lack of police training for the men who serve 
in the dual role while sitting at the police desk on at least two 
shifts each day, according to the official. 


: This plan is unique here and we believe its continuance 
will mean economy — and might also justify higher pay for 
members of both departments. 


: Appointment of one of the policemen as a “juvenile 
officer,” whose principal role will be that of aiding youths in 
trouble, will be well received, This officer will also be avail- 
able for regular police duties, if and when time permits. 


Several other changes are suggested, such as improved 
training, frequent change of men from one shift to another 
and developement of a “team spirit.”

“The police department is not 
in a critical condition,’”’ states 
the opening section on ‘Summary 
and Conclusions.’ ‘‘The depart- 
ment requires a clarification of 
responsibilities, strengthening 
and a number of minor improve- 
ments.” 


Traffic Control 


Due to Upland having more 
major highways the ‘“‘traffic con- 
trol requires police manpower in 
excess of that necessary in a city 
of similar size but without as 
many traffic arteries,’’ states the 
document. And further, it says, 
“citizens of this community are 
accustomed to considerable po- 
lice protection. Practices of 
checking the doors of each com- 
mercial establishment and _ pa- 
trolling the residential neighbor- 
hoods nightly, with special at- 
tention to those houses whose 
owners are away from the c#y, 
show the extent of the police 
service, provided.”’ 


While the city has increased 
50 per cent in population, the per- 
sonnel of the police department 
has increased only 7 per cent, 
says one observation and adds: 
“Obviously, the previous level of 
police service cannot be contin- 
ued long under these divergent 
developments. The city must face 
the problem of what it is willing 
to pay for police protection.” 

A functional organization chart 
is proposed, dividing the person- 
nel into three divisions: investi- 
gation, patrol and traffic and 
services. 

At present, traffic problems 
and patrol problems are handled 
by separate divisions. The report 
recommends’ consolidation of 
these under one division ‘‘so there 
will be available a larger number 
of officers for either activity,

Juvenile Officer 


also desirable for the 
department to establish a _ posi- 
tion of juvenile officer,’’ contin- 
ues the document. ‘‘There will 
be times during which this will 
not be a full-time job. At such 
times, the officer should be avail- 
able for patrol and traffic check- 
He should be a part of the 
investigative division headed by 
a lieutenant.”’ 

The ‘‘service division,’’ is con- 
cerned with maintenance of re- 
cords, telephone calls and serv- 
ing members of the public who 
visit the station. 

“This person (Fred Strohte) is 
at present perhaps the most ov- 
erworked member of the force,”’ 
says the analysis. ‘‘He should 
have assistance available- from 
one member of the night, or 
graveyard shift. During those 
early morning hours there is

more uninterrupted time avail- 
able in reporting, record-keeping 
and identification work,’’ 


New Patrolman 


Employment of one additional 
patrolman, bringing the person- 
nel to 17 is recommended, this 
being in addition to having two 
members of the fire department 
on duty in the station during the 
evening and night shifts. 

Establishment of a 40-hour 
week, instead of 44 hours is also 
recommended. A policy of chang- 
ing men from one shift (day or 
night) more frequently was sug- 


gested as desirable. 
“One of the needs of the de- 
partment is for a greater feel- 


ing of belonging to a single uni- 
fied team,’’ says the document 
and changing the shifts to enable 
each man working with all other 
members of the department may 
accomplish this, according to the 
recommendation. 

Preparation of an officer’s man- 
ual immediately is urged and 
this should contain information 
on: ‘‘policies, organization, pro- 
cedures, rules and regulations 
and general and special orders.” 
One copy is to be made available 
for each officer. 

One chapter concerns person- 
nel and training and the report 
declares the chief has full re- 
sponsibility for a training pro- 
gram. ‘‘Objective of the in-serv- 
ice training program is simple,’’ 
it adds. ‘‘It is to make each police 





officer well qualified to handle the 

large variety of problems with 

which he may be confronted.”

Police Service 


Suggestions 
Are Adopted 


Given in paragraph form, is 
a summary of the changes re- 
commended for the Upiand po- 
lice department by the Koeger 
Associates. 


The Upland city council has 
approved the recommendations 
listed here. Three suggestions 
were not accepted, these dealing 
with installation of parking me- 
ters, adoption of a junior safety 
patrol for student-traffic on Foot- 
hill Blvd. and minor structural 
changes in the police station. 

Approved were the following: 

The standing police and fire 
committee of the city council 
should be abolished. 

All communications 
the city council 
department 
the city manager 
of police. 

The policies of the council, the 
decisions of the city manager, 
and the reports and the requests 
of the police department should 
be placed in writing. 

Appeals by members of the 
police department should follow 
the line of command through the 
Chief and the city manager.

share the costs with the officers, 
it is pointed out. 

As to discipline, the report em- 
phasizes ‘‘it is in this area that 
any inconsistency could lead to 
charges of favoritism. Where 
there is repetition of the same 
mistake, the consecutive stages 
in disciplinary action should com- 
monly include: oral reprimand, 
written reprimand, short suspen- 
sion, long suspension, demotion 
or discharge, 





One-Man Cars 


“Establishment of a policy of 
one-man patrol operations should 
be instituted,’’ says one recom- 
mendation. At present, two men 
ride in patrol cars. ‘‘The city 
has adequate equipment for ‘one- 
man patrol operations. Use of 
one-man cars is justified by the 
much broader and more intense 
jpatrol which results from releas- 
;ing men for additional patrol 
work, more frequent attention to 
police hazards and_ increased 
availability of officers for assign- 
ments. The safety factor, which 
is at times used as an argument 
against one-man operations is ov- 
ercome by more attention being 
| paid to officers working individu- 
ally, having more officers avail- 
able for hazardous assignments 
/and using communications to 
| make available maximum protec- 
‘tion to an officer when it is need- 
ed. 
| We realize there will be con- 
siderable opposition to this sug- 
gestion. Upland has a _ limited 
choice. At anything like the pres- 
ent budget, it can use one-man 
ears or provide insufficient po- 
lice protection. We think the for- 
mer choice is much preferable. 
Many departments, including the 
San Bernardino sheriff’s office, 
use one-man cars around the 
clock successfully. Many officers 
oppose this method. However, a 
large number decide after a trial 
that such a system is preferable. 
| Much better crime prevention is 
possible when the larger number 
of cars are in operation. 

The department has five auto- 
mobiles available. The one-man 
patrol operations under the sched- 
uled plan will provide for crea- 
tion of from two to four beats 
for each shift. This is nearly 
twice the existing number.” 


Firemen’s Service 


The use of fire department em- 
ployes as ‘‘desk men’’ in the po- 
lice department is discussed 
briefly as follows: 

“This system has not worked 
out with complete satisfaction. 
However, some of the weaknes- 
ses can be overcome without 
abandoning the system. 

“The principal problem is that 
the fire personnel are not thor- 
oughly trained in the police de- 
partment policies and activities 
for which they are responsible. 
There is no reason why they 
should not be so trained. It has 
been said they are interested on- 
ly in fire department activities. 
However, it can be a part of 
their responsibilities to learn the 
necessary police department in- 
formation. . . 

So . We believe the present 
system | is working sufficiently 
well that with better training of 
the fire personnel, it will suffice 
until the police force has increas- 
ed in size.”’ 

Concerning the police reserves, 
the report observes ‘‘the depart- 
ment has a good police reserve 
program. The reserves have re- 
ceived better training than many 
similar organizations in other 
cities.’’ 

It is recommended the use of 
reserves be at a minimum and

Police officers should be placed 
on a 40-hour week. 

There should be more fre- 
quent changes of assignments to 
shifts.

One sergeant should be used 
as a relief shift commander rath- 
er than being assigned to traffic 
alone. 

The longer shifts should over- 
lap at the hour during which 
morning school crossing duties 
are desirable. 

Officers in the patrol and -traf- 
fic division should be assigned 
specific areas or beats. 

A new departmental manual 
should be prepared. Each officer 
should have a copy. 

Departmental orders should be 
prepared and issued in a manner 
to facilitate keeping up-to-date a 
consolidated set of orders, 

Greater emphasis and support 
|should be given to training ac- 
tivities. 

Whenever possible, new re- 
ecruits should be assigned to the 
sheriff’s recruit training pro- 
gram. 

The department should share 
the expenses of officers taking 
outside training courses. 

Training secured by individual 
officers should be passed on the 
other members of the department 
to the maximum extent possible. 

The officers of the traffic and 
the patrol division should per- 
form all police functions, inclu- 
ding preliminary investigations 
and preliminary juvenile work. 

Fire department personnel as- 
signed to the communications 
desk should be given greater 
training in relevant police de- 
dures. 

The authority of shift com- 
manders should be increased. 

Police officers should arrange 
their own transportation to and 
from work. 

The department should use one- 
man patrol cars except in special 
situations. 

Foot patrol should be confined 
to short irregularly spaced in- 
tervals, and no more than one 
officer at a time should be on
